Ben Reynolds, a native of Opp, 
was drafted into the army in 1954, 
at the age of 24. He served for 20 
years and survived two tours in 
Vietnam. Ben was in Vietnam from 
1967 to 1968 and during his second 
tour he served from 1970 to 1972. 
He was 38 years old during his first 
tour, and had attained the rank of 
first sergeant in the 4th Infantry 
Division. He had the burden of 
responsibility for keeping hundreds 
of young American soldiers alive. 

Nine years ago at age 6 |, Ben 
felt the need to make a difference 
and contacted as many as possible 
of the men he had served with in 
Vietnam. He made plans for a 
reunion, and invited them all to his 
home. “We had respect for one 
another,” said Ben. He paused and 
listened, tilting his head as if he 
heard someone. “They called me 
Top, because that is what soldiers 
call their first sergeant, but from a 
distance it sounded to me like Pop,” 
said Ben. First Sergeants are 
authority figures to the young sol- 
diers in their charge, and in some 
cases are like a father figure. 

Today at age 70, Ben’s dedicated 
and tenacious spirit reaches out to 
the men he trusted and admired. 
“The soldiers who saved each oth- 
ers lives,” as Ben says. This year, 
2000, the reunion will be held in St. 
Louis, Missouri, for five days of 
fellowship. In 2001, they will gath- 
er in Branson, Missouri, where 75 
men-heroes have made commit-

Agencies requesting assistance 
from the work release were: Elba 
Police Department, Elba Street 
Department, Elba High School, 
Elba National Guard, Elba Recy 
cling, Coffee County, Enterprise 
National Guard, Daleville National 
Guard, Town of Kinston and 
Alabama Forestry 

Of the 236 inmates, 32 of them 
assisted the City of Elba Recycling 
with pickup and packaging of recy- 
clables while 37 helped the City of 
Elba Street Dept. with clean up and 
beautification and 27 washed cars 
and cleaned offices for the City of 
Elba Police Dept. 43 inmates 
helped Coffee County with road 
maintenance while four inmates 
cleaned state property for Alabama 
Forestry. 35 inmates helped the 
National Guards of Daleville and 
Enterprise with building and 
grounds cleanup as 13 inmates per- 
formed cleaning and maintenance 
duties for the Elba National Guard. 
The Town of Kinston required the 
help of eight inmates with the 
pickup of trash and cleaning the 
Streets 

rhe remaining 37 inmates of the 
236 assisted Elba High School 
with campus cleanup 

According to Estes, the 1,656 
hours of service provided by the 
236 work release inmates equaled 
a total dollar value of $8,528.40 
for the month of June, 2000.

Opens season with win over J.F. Shields 


Brantley pounds Panthers 29-6

The Brantley Bulldogs traveled to Beatrice Friday night to open the 
2000 football season against the J.F. Shields Panthers and used big plays 
to survive a scare and claimed a 29-6 win 

Darrell Owens scored four touchdowns in four different ways to spark 
the Bulldogs vo the victory, as he reached the endzone on a 33-yard pass 
reception, a 68-yard fumble recovery and return, a 63-yard punt return and 
a 38-yard run from scrimmage 

}.F. Shields took the opening kickoff and marched down the field 
behind the pissing of Cory Stallworth, Stallworth completed 6 of 8 passes 
to drive the Panthers 72 yards in 13 plays, with the touchdown coming on 
a |2-yard pass to Cedric Marshall. A two-point try failed, but with 5:50 
leftin the opening quarter J.F, Shields was on top 6-0 

Brantley sitruck back quickly as the Bulldogs went 52 yards in only four 
plays, with the touchdown coming on a 33-yard screen pass from Andy 
Johnson to Darrell Owens. Greg Daniels booted the extra-point to give 
Brantley a 7-6 lead with 3:58 remaining in the first quarter 

Brantley drove down deep into Panther territory on its second posses 
sion, only to see the drive stall, The Bulldogs’ salvaged three points out of 
the trip downfield; however, as on fourth down Greg Daniels drilled a 44 
yard tield-goal to put the Bulldogs on top 10-6 with 10:12 remaining in 
the second quarter 

J.P. Shields received the ensuing kickoff and raced to the Brantley 34 
yardline, However, on the next play the Bulldogs’ Darrell Owens scooped 
up a Panther fumble and galloped 68 yards for a Brantley touchdown. A 
two-point try failed, leaving the Bulldogs with a 16-6 lead with 7;53 left in 
the half 

Brantley’s Rashadd Owens intercepted a Panther pass only moments 
later and returned the interception to the J.F. Shields 31-yardline. Two 
losses and a penalty killed this threat; however, and when the half ended 
the Bulldogs were still on top 16-6 

Brantley took over on downs at the J.F. Shields 45-yardline late in the 
third quarter, and two plays later was back in the endzone, this time on a

Brantley forced a punt on the Panthers’ next offensive possession, and 
Darrell Owens fielded the Cory Stallworth boot at the Bulldog 37-yard- 
line, headed for the sidelines, and raced 63 yards for his fourth touchdown 
of the night. The two-point try failed, but with 1!:43 left in the game 
Brantley was in command with a 29-6 advantage. 

Mike Mitchell intercepted a Panther pass on the next J.F. Shields pos- 
session to end any Panther hopes, and Brantley easily held on to post the 
‘9-6 road win ’

Drought May Affect 
Dove Hunting 


“You got any doves on your place”? That's the question being asked at 
coffee shops, ball games and farmers co-ops as the 2000-2001 opening 
day of dove season approaches 

But according to Rick Claybrook, a wildlife biologist with the Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries Division of the Alabama Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources, the recent droughts will likely affect dove 
hunting this season. “* Many grain fields that have historically attracted 
birds in past seasons have experienced total crop failures, and many others 
ure Way below normal yield.” said Claybrook 

Clay brook says that based on the dove breeding population survey, 
overall dove population is about the same as it was last year 

Hunters who seek out grain fields that received enough moisture to pro- 
duce an adequate food supply to attract doves will be the most successful 
this year. Claybrook says that eighty percent of the doves harvested dur- 
ing the first part of the season will be local birds that were hatched the 
previous spring, The larger, heavily feathered birds that we see later in the 
year are the migratory flocks that come down from Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, 
Missouri and other mid-western stiles 

Banding studies confirm that the majority of our northern doves that 
migrate to Alabama come from the above states, with a few coming from 
as far as Pennsylvania and New York. Both local and migratory flocks will 
be seeking out fields of brown top millet, corn, sunflower, wheat, and 
peanuts Recently bush-hogged Weed patches that contain a high seed 
count can also be very productive 

Doves experience a high mortality rate of 50-75 percent each year 
Hunters account for only 25-30 percent of the annual mortality where 
hunting is legal. It is interesting to note that states that do not allow dove 
hunting experience about the same total mortality each year. Trichomonas 
and avin pox account for most of the losses trom diseases 

Although doves have a high annual mortality rate, they are prolific 
breeders. They usually nest 2 or 3 times a year with some pairs nesting up 
to six times a year. Doves build a flat nest near the end of a limb and usu- 
ally lay two eggs The somewhat poorly constructed nest and its location 
at the end of a limb make the nest vulnerable to wind damage 

Southern dove hunts often take on the air of a large family reunion. Old 
friends are reunited and new friends made, A barbecue sometimes pre- 
cedes the actual hunt. Discussions about new guns, camouflage clothing, 
old dogs and the latest gossip dominate conversations 

Opening day will soon be upon us with the first half of the North Zone 
opening Sept, 16 through Oct, 29 and the second half beginning Dee 23 
through Jan 7. The bag limit in the North Zone is 15 birds, The tirst halt 
of the South Zone split season Opens Oct. 7 through Noy, 25 and the see- 
ond half opens Dec.23 through Jan 11, South Zone limit is 12 birds.

County Commission hears dog 
complaint and request for funding

The bi-monthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission Mon 
day morning was relatively short 
with a short meeting agenda. Unat 
tended dogs und funding for rescue 
squad services highlighted the 
meeting 

Lisa Foust, a resident of the 
Shiloh community located between 
New Brockton and Elba, appealed 
to the commission for help with a 
stray dog problem 

‘They're way out of control,’ 
Ms. Foust told commissioners 
‘They are affecting our community 
and our children. Their owners are 
not taking care of them and they 
are not Keeping their shots up-to 
date. They are strewing our garbage 
and destroying our personal 
belongings on our property 

Ms. Foust quoted the following 
statistics concerning dogs to the 
commission: 4.6 million people are 
bitten by dogs in a year’s time 
800,000 seek medical treatment 
most likely victims are children, 
and dogs are more aggressive In 
groups 

She also expressed concern about 
children who attend a daycare 
located in the community. Accord 
ing to her, the dogs sometimes 
chase the children when they are 
dropped off at the facility 

Ms. Foust told commissioners 
that she knew of two incidents 
where individuals have been bitten 


by dogs - one aman (she could not 
recall his name) and the other was 
her own son. Both incidents were 
reported to health department 
authorities 

She aid that hen he 
approached her neighbors concern 
ing their dogs, she was told that 
they ean not do anything 
thei own dog 

“I’m seared to death to let them 
{her children| outside in our own 
yard to play, and that’s not right! 
‘This is our yard. Thi
